Rome, Italy, Jan. 23—Thousands to­ 


day paid homage to Pope Benedict XV 


whose body lay in the sacred chapel 


of St. Peter. 


The actual internm ent of the late 
pontiff which was to have taken place 
at five o’clock was postponed. 
A line of thousands of w orshippers 
passed the grilled door of the chapel 
where the body of Pope Benedict was 
removed from the room of the Vati­ 
can at 9 o’clock this morning. 
The head leaders of the state and 
special dignitaries of the church and 
governm ent visited the body since its 
removal from the bed cham ber where 
he died at 6 o’clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing. 
t 
Much of the age old ceremonies con­ 
nected with the death of a supreme 
pontiff of the Catholic church had to 
be abandoned today in accordance with 
Pope Benedict's wishes. 
The pope’s body was not embalmed, 
and ceremonies of lying in state in the 
Vatican and in the chapel had to he 
considerably curtailed. 
Two days of 
mourning with flags throughout Italy 
a t half mast and all am usem ent places 
closed, ordered for the first time in 
.history, began today. 
.visit of M inister Dirodi- 
no, minister of justice, formally ex­ 
pressing condolence in the nam esof the 
government, was also unprecedented. 
This led late today to the belief that 
the life aim of Pope Benedict for re­ 
conciliation between the church and 
the state in Italy m ight be imminent. 
Nine days’ official m ourning for the 
pope began today and the “Conclave of 
cardinals which will elect a successor 
to Pope Benedict has been summoned 
for February 2. 
Pope Benedict's request 
th at 
his 
body be not embalmed upset much of 
the traditional 
ceremony 
connected 
with the death of a pontiff. 
Origin­ 
ally the body would have been com. 
nutted in state at the Vatican until 
4 o’clock this afternoon, 24 hours aft­ 
er its removal from the death cham ­ 
ber. 
Because of the necessity for a 
hasty burial the body was removed 
this morning for a brief lying in state 
in St. Peters. 
Thousands who might 
have taken part in the custom ary cer­ 
emony of kissing the pope's feet, were 
disappointed although other thousands 
were enabled to m ake obeisance as 
it lay for a while in the sacred chapel. 
The actual interm ent of the pope’s 
body custom arily takes places within 
24 hours afer it is first exposed to 
public view, but this was not allowed 
today because of decomposition. The 
burial this afternoon will he in the 
nature of a tem porary internm ent un­ 
til a tomb shall h are been prepared 
for his final resting place. 
Owing to num erous vacancies on ac­ 
count of recent deaths, the sacred 
college which will m eet on February 
2 to elect a new pope, is now com­ 
posed of only 61 members, two Amer­ 
icans, one Canadian and 31 Italians. 
The Americans and Canadian were 
not expected to reach Rome in time 
for the opening of the conclave when 
the cardinals will be walled up. 
The wall may later be torn down 
to admit them if they arrive before 
the election is determined. 
The sac­ 
red college met 
early 
today. 
The 
dean of the college presided. 
Owing 
to 
several 
cardinals 
from 
outside 
Rome having been informed of the 
pope’s demise, many who would not 
otherwise have been present at the 
first session, were on hand. 
Others 
will arrive daily. 
T he papal bulletin 
of Clement X II issued in 1823, was 
read. 
The cerem ony of breaking the 
fisherman’s ring and 
the 
pontifical 
seals of Pope Benedict XV followed. 
Monsignor Restighi, prefect of cere­ 
monies. approached the dean and re­ 
ceived from him the fisherman s ring 
which had been taken from Pope Ben­ 
edict’s hand following official pro ­ 
nouncem ent of death.

time a datery from the Vatican of the 
chancery brought the seals. The seals 
and ring then were broken with heavy 
ham m ers and the fragm ents shown 
to the cardinals as an evidence that 
Pope Benedict’s reign was at an end.

Many messages eulogizing the pope 
were received at the Vatican during 
the day from leaders of all religions, 
diplomatic representatives and prel­ 
ates. 
Cardinal G asparri, physicians and 
other m em bers of the pope’s house­ 
hold were at his bedside when the end 
came. 
Pope Rallies Once. 


Pope Benedict was in a comatose 
state during the day, although once 
he had a slight rally. 
His Holiness had been at the point 
of death many tim es during the clay. 
Grand Penitentiary Cardinal Giorgi 
recited mass at which time Pope Ben­ 
edict was believed to be sinking ra p ­ 
idly. 
After prayers by Cardinal Gas­ 
ps rri, telegram s were sent to papa! 
nuncios that the pope was dying. Phy­ 
sicians then examined his holiness and 
a bulletin, holding out little hope for 
the pope ^ as issued. 
The physicians 
unofficially coc ked the end was at 
hand.

Tile body of the late pontiff which 
lay in state in the sacred chapel for 
a brief while today, was to he placed 
in the first of three coffins in which it 
will finally he interred and tonight 
will rest in the vault of St. Peter. 
Thousands have passed 
the grilled 
doors of tile chapel and kissed the 
feet bf the dead pontiff since J* o'clock 
when Hie body was brought with cer­ 
emony from the throne room of the 
Vatican. 
Late this afternoon the doors of St. 
Peter were closed to permit the actual 
burial services to begin.

Harding opened the international ag ri­ 


cultural conference here today and 


outlined a comprehensive program for 


meeting the “grim reality of the crisis 


in agriculture.” 
He warned that, if 


the nation fails to extend help to the 


farmer, It will permit a disaster that 


will affect every Industrial and com­ 
mercial activity. 
The president made 
seven 
recommendations 
to the 325 
leaders of agriculture. 
Secretary of Agriculture W allace se­ 
lected Representative Sidney Ander­ 
son, of Minnesota, chairm an of the 
joint congressional committee on agri­ 
culture to be perm anent chairm an of 
the conference. 
President 
H arding’s 
recommenda­ 
tions were: 
1. 
Extension of farm er’s co-opera­ 
tive m arketing organizations. 
H ard­ 
ing endorsed Indirectly legislation in 
congress to exempt these organisa­ 
tions from the workings of the anti­ 
trust laws, long held to be one of the 
principal barriers to their growth. 
2. 
Provisions m ust be 
made 
for 
much greater “working capital" for 
the farmers. 
Means m ust be taken 
by government and private business to 
Insure that “turn over of capital will 
be generously supplied to farm ers on 
us reasonable term s as t<) other In­ 
dustries.” 
3. 
The 
government 
must 
place 
more essential and scientific Informa­ 
tion at the disposal of the farm er and 
their m arketing organizations. 
4. 
To ald both the farm er and con­ 
sumer, m easures must be taken to pre­ 
vent violet^ price fluctuations which 
result from “unorganized and haphaz­ 
ard producing.’’ 
5. 
The farm ers will be benefited by 
far seeing and 
wise 
transportation 
policies. 
In this connection, the pres­ 
ident recommended a greater use of 
w aterways and suggested that event­ 
ually nearly all the railroads of the 
country be electrified. 
He also risked 
Housing the Ire of the eastern re­ 
publicans by giving unqualified en­ 
dorsement to the Great Lakes w ater­ 
way project recently signed by the in­ 
ternational joint, commission, 
which 
would enable ocean liners to dock at 
Great Lake ports.

The development of national rec­ 
lamation through 
increased regula- 
ion or arid, cutover and swamp lands. 
7. 
The nation m ust give the farm er 
i place in our social and economic 
scheme and must realize that the far­ 
mer of today is a combination of ex­ 
pert scientist, business man and work- 
r.
